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Preface 


This publication is largely a compilation of statistics on the 
economic growth and development of agriculture in Canada, and is a 
revision of an earlier publication issued in August 1967. The objective 
was to bring into a composite form a variety of statistics frequently 
requested in inquiries to the Department. Data have been compiled from 
numerous publications of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and include 
the latest available at time of publication. 


Changes in enumeration techniques and in definitions result in some 
of the data being not exactly comparable throughout the series. Census 
definition of a farm and of an urban area, for example, have differed 
from census to census. 


In the 1941 census a farm was defined as all the land located in one 
municipality or census subdivision which was directly farmed by one person 
conducting agricultural operations either by his own labor or with the 
assistance of members of his household or with hired help. A farm could 
consist of a single tract of land or a number of separate tracts held under 
the same or different tenures so long as the total area was one acre or 
more in extent and had agricultural production in 1940 valued at $50 or 
more, or was under crops or pasture in 1941. For purposes of the 1951 
census, a farm had to be three acres or more in size or one to three acres 
in size with agricultural production in 1950 of a value of 8250 or more. 
Where a farm consisted of a number of parts all of which were not situated 
in the same municipality the census reported the complete farm as one unit 
in the municipality where the headquarters were located. In the 1961 and 
1966 censuses, a farm was defined as an agricultural holding of one acre 
or more with sales of agricultural products during the previous 12 months 
of $50 or more. The headquarters rule applied as in 1951. 


The number of farms in Canada was 732,858 in 1941, according to the 
then prevailing census definition of a farm; this number would come down 
to 677,500 if the 1951 definition had been used. In 1961 the number of 
farms was 480,903 on the basis of the 1961 census definition; had the 
1951 definition been used, this figure would have been increased by 
40,731. In 1966, the number of farms totaled 430,522. Farms, for census 
purpose, obviously include many units that do not correspond to what is 
commonly considered to be a farm. 


Similarly, data on the rural-urban distribution of population have 
been affected by changes in the census definition of an urban area. 
Before the 1951 census, the population residing within the boundaries of 
incorporated cities, towns and villages, regardless of size, was classed 
as urban and the remainder as rural. In 1951 the urban population 
included all persons residing in cities, towns and villages of 1,000 and 
over whether incorporated or not, as well as the population of all parts 
of census metropolitan areas. The "farm" population then comprised all 
persons living on a farm in a rural area regardless of their occupation. 
In 1961 all cities, towns and villages of 1,000 or over incorporated or 
unincorporated were classed as urban, as well as urbanized fringes of 
(a) cities classed as metropolitan or other major urban areas, and 
(ob) certain smaller cities if the city together with its urbanized fringe 
had a population of 10,000 or over. The remainder of the population 


was classed as rural. Of this remainder the "rural farm™ population 
accounted for all persons living in dwellings situated on farms in rural 
localities. 


The following definitions are included for help in understanding data 
contained in this bulletin. Further information may be obtained from the 
sources given for each table. 


Commercial Farms - These are defined in the 1966 Census Publications 
as agricultural holdings of one acre or more with sales of agricultural 
products during the preceding 12 months of 82,500 or more (institutional 
farms eeatideas! 


Farm Cash Income - Farm cash income includes all cash receipts from 
sales of farm products, including Canadian Wheat Board participation pay- 
ments on previous years' grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored 
grain in Western Canada and deficiency payments made by the Agricultural 
Stabilization Board. 


R ed Gross Fa me - This includes (1) cash income from the 
sale of farm products, including participation payments and subsidies, 
(2) income in kind and 3) supplementary payments. 


Income in Kind - This item represents the value of farm consumption 
of home-grown foodstuffs, wool and forest products, plus an imputed rental 
value for the farm dwellings. The farm products consumed on the farm are 
valued at the price the farmer would have received had they been sold. 


Supplementary Payments - These include payments made under the pro- 
visions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, the Western Grain Producers' 
Acreage Payment Plan, the Prairie Farm Income Plan, the Wheat Acreage 
Reduction program, and payments made to Prince Edward Island potato 
growers in connection with losses as a result of fusarium rot in the 
1960 potato crop. 


Gross Domestic Product - This is a measure of the goods and services 
produced within the geographic boundaries of Canada regardless of the 


ownership of the means of production. 


Business Gross Fixed Vapital Formation = Business gross fixed 


Capital formation includes expenditures of business and persons for new 
construction, new machinery and equipment, major improvements and 
alterations. 


Net Value of Production - This is a measure of the value of output 
of industries chiefly engaged in the production of commodities. (Thus 
the output of the service-producing industries - transportation, storage, 
communication, wholesale and retail trade, finance, insurance, real 
estate, public administration and defense, personnel, business, community 
and recreation services are omitted except insofar as the cost of some of 
these services remains in the value added of the commodity-producing 
industries.) The value is derived by deducting the cost of materials,

fuel, electricity, and process supplies consumed in the production 
process from the gross value of output. 


Index Numbers of Physical Volume of Agricultura] Production - This 


index measures year-to-year changes in the physical volume of agricul- 
tural production. It expresses, for each year, production as a percentage 
of the gross output in the base year. In construction of the index 
provision has been made to avoid double-counting of farm output.

This index is AGaiedel to measure Sharer in eee prices of the goods 
and services farmers buy for use in production operations and family 
living. 


Ind F Pri i P - This index 


is a measure of changes in returns to farmers per unit of product 

marketed. Prices used in computing the index are those received by farmers 
at the farm level including subsidies, bonuses and premiums, but excluding 
deficiency payments. These prices reflect changes in price, changes in 
quality of product marketed, or a combination of both. 


The index is based on prices for about 50 farm products which con- 
tributed about 90 per cent of the total cash income received by farmers 
from the sale of farm products during the base period 1935-39. lach 
of these commodities has been weighted by the annual average amounts 
sold during the five-year base period but no adjustments for seasonal 
variations of prices have been made. 


Genera] Wholesale Price Index - This index measures changes in 


prices of a wide range of both primary and processed commodities in all 
trade areas except retail. It mainly includes prices to producers but 
also covers transactions of middle men who trade in commodities of a 
type or in quantities characteristic of primary marketing functions. 


This index is frequently used as a reference against which to 
observe the behavior of prices of particular groups such as farm products 
and industrial materials. As an indicator of general business conditions, 
it is usually included in the group of indexes regarded as about coinci- 
dent with the business cycle.
